OR the most part fires that destroy proper- 


ty and lives or at least endanger the lat- 


ter, are due to human carelessness. Do .you 
know that 29 human lives were snuffed out ia 
the state of Ohio alone during tbe month of 
August, thru fire- fatalities? 
That is the rec- 


ord of the office of the state fire marshal at 
Columbus. Pitiful as it is, the casualties in- 
cluded 10 babies. The others were 18 youths 
and middle-aged persons and one aged person. 


In addition (o <his 33 persons were injured 


during the past month by -various forms of fire 
accidents, the list including three children, 28 
grown persons aud two aged 
pH-sons.

note this horrible record. .Sine* January i, 
3920, a total of 247 persons wf-re burned lo 
death in Ohio and 39*> were injured by fire i" a 
manner that necessitated report being nuuip to 
the office of the state lire marshal. The rec- 
ord for August shows an increase of J 5 in num- 
ber of deaths, 34 casualties having occurred in 


' this state from fire in August of 1919. Thiny- 


Bix ' cases of injury wore reported for that 
month last year, only three more than during 
the same month this year.
